San José, CA — El Este de la 
Ciudad se ha vestido de luto una vez 
más. En noviembre del año próximo 
pasado, durante los festejos del “día 
de brujas” un jovencito es asesinado 
a balazos por usar un par de zapatos 
tenis que algunas pandillas identifi- 
can como suyos. 

El 23 enero, días después de 
su cumpleaños, Albert Cobarrubias 
un joven adulto, padre de familia, 
es baleado y asesinado. Además, se 
acababa de graduar como abogado 
en la Universidad Estatal de San 
José. 

Como consecuencia de esto, 
varias familias agrupadas con un 
solo objetivo, caminaron por la 
zona aledaña al barrio Mayfair para 
expresar su dolor y al mismo tiempo 
pedir que la violencia en las calles 
sea cosa del pasado. 

Aarón Reséndez, vecino del 
lugar y además aspirante a ocupar 
el puesto que dejará como Concejal 
de la Ciudad, Nora Campos en el 
Distrito 5, expresó “la frustración 
de ver estas muertes, nos motivó 
a llevar acabo está marcha”. Y no 
sólo eso, también, esto es lo que lo 
motiva a lanzar su candidatura para 
el Concilio de la Ciudad. 

“Y la tragedia no se detuvo ahí. 
En el Centro Tropicana tuvimos una 
reunión de vecinos, y mientras esto 
sucedía, apuñalaron a un joven de 15 
años. Toda esa violencia la debemos 
denunciar y por eso hemos orga- 
nizado esta ‘Marcha por la Paz””. 

Reséndez no está muy de 
acuerdo con la propuesta del Al- 
calde de tener más zonas “libres de 


pandillas” a través del “Gang Task. 


Force”. “Creo que no es la manera 
correcta de atacar el problema, ya

que pueden crearle un “perfil crimi- 
nal” a jovencitos y nifios que no 
tienen nada que ver con pandillas. 
Debe de haber más conocimiento 
de la comunidad. Con esa inyec- 
ción, habrá más discriminación 
para nuestra gente”, manifestó. Una 
manera de enfrentar este problema, 
de acuerdo a Reséndez es “el fútbol 
soccer. No tienen idea la cantidad de 
niños y jóvenes que se involucrarían 
y no es necesario invertir grandes 
cantidades de dinero”, expresó. 
Otra forma de acercamiento 
para poder eliminar la violencia en 
las calles, desde el punto de vista de 
Reséndez es que a las familias de 
habla castellana se les explique lo 
que son las pandillas, quiénes son 


los norteños y sureños. “Cuando el 
asesinato del día de las brujas, todo 
se hizo en las zonas de habla inglesa, 
pero a las familias de habla caste- 
llana las dejaron fuera” comentó.

The national mobilization ex- 
pected to attract some 100,000 
people to Washington will show 
an immigrant community fed up 
with unkept promises and with a 
Congress incapable of passing a 
comprehensive immigration reform. 
Despite President Barack Obama 
and congressional leaders being in 
favor of reform, one fact is irrefut- 
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able: the reform plan has not moved 
an inch in the House of Represen- 
tatives, and in the Senate has only 
got to the stage of working out a 
rough draft. Groups of evangelical 
Hispanics presented the national 
campaign “Esperanza por America” 
(Hope for America), saying that it's 
time that Congress listened to “the 
outcry of the people.” “We reject 


the idea that conservatives do not 
support immigration reform...the 
aim of Esperanza por America is to 
make Congress pay attention to the 
more than 60 percent of Americans 
who support reform,” the Rev. Luis 
Cortes, president of the Esperanza 
USA group, which includes more 
than 12,000 congregations, said at 
a press conference. 

Pro-reform groups of all sec- 
tors have had enough of fine phrases 
and demand results this year. Judg- 
ing by the bitterness of the debate 
on health-care reform - another of 
Obama’s promises in 2008 - bipar- 
tisanship is nothing but an illusion 
and both projects face an uphill 
battle. Obama has asked Congress 
to have the “courage” to approve 
health-care reform, but the immi 
grant community is asking the same 
of him on the subject of immigration 
reform.

Los líderes aborígenes reunidos en el segundo 
encuentro “México Indígena” afirmaron que el bicen- 
tenario de la Independencia nacional no es algo para 
festejar sino el momento de crear nuevas oportunidades 
para los pueblos marginados. “Para nosotros, el bicen- 
tenario no es una fiesta. Lo vemos como un eje de toda 
la problemática que tenemos y, si el Gobierno no tiene 
esa disposición, la problemática se va a agudizar más”, 
señaló Alberto Simon, presidente de la Alianza Indi- 
gena Mexicana y uno de los ponentes del foro. Simón 
se refirió así a la exclusión, la pobreza, el desempleo 
y el abandono por parte de las autoridades que afectan 
a los casi trece millones de personas que conforman 
esta comunidad en México, el octavo país del mundo 
con más población indígena. 

La migración es otra de las lacras de las más de 
sesenta etnias existentes en el país, con el consecuente 
desaprovechamiento de sus territorios, toda vez que, 
por ejemplo, medio millón de indígenas residen en el 
Distrito Federal, que en los últimos años se ha conver- 
tido en uno de sus principales refugios. El subsecretario 
de Desarrollo Rural de la Sagarpa (Secretaría Federal 
de Agricultura), Ignacio Rivera, inauguró esta segunda 
edición del foro, que reúne a más de doscientos líderes 


indígenas y a representantes del mundo empresarial 
y académico. Todos ellos analizarán modelos de de- 
sarrollo regional que contribuyan al progreso de las 
comunidades. 

Lo fundamental para que estas propuestas no 
fracasen es, a juicio de los ponentes, que emanen del 
corazón de los mismos pueblos, en vez de ser impues- 
tas “desde un despacho”. Recordaron asimismo que 
los problemas no solo son externos, sino que también 
proceden del mismo seno de estas comunidades, divi- 
didas en ocasiones “por culpa de partidos políticos y 
religiones”, como indicó Simón. 

En Chiapas, en la frontera con Guatemala, 
centenares de indígenas han denunciado la creciente 
intolerancia religiosa que en algunas comunidades se 
da contra los evangélicos. Además, “la criminalidad 
ya ha llegado” a los pueblos indígenas, explicó Simón, 
en los que también están aumentando el alcoholismo 
y drogadicción. Los conferenciantes coincidieron en 
que aún no se han logrado “los grandes anhelos” que 
impulsaron la Independencia (1810) y la Revolución 
(1910) mexicanas y en que están desapareciendo 
tradiciones y costumbres, pero insistieron en que no 
todo está perdido. EFE 


Guatemala reanudará las adopciones internacionales en julio 


Guatemala reanudará en julio 
próximo la tramitación de adopcio- 
nes internacionales con diez países 
que han mostrado interés en ser 
receptores de niños guatemaltecos, 
tras dos años de suspensión de este 
tipo de procedimientos, informó hoy 
una fuente oficial. La miembro del 
Consejo Nacional de Adopciones 
(CNA) Marylis de Estrada anunció 
la decisión en una rueda de prensa, 
después de que ese organismo, con 
el apoyo de la Conferencia de La 
Haya de protección a la infancia y 
del Fondo de las Naciones Unidas 
para la Infancia (Unicef), realizara 
un proceso de análisis y consulta. El 


CNA decidió suspender las adopcio- 
nes internacionales en 2008 por las 
irregularidades que rodeaban este 
tipo de procesos. Según De Estrada, 
Italia, España, Francia, Austria, 
Dinamarca, Noruega, Suecia, Suiza, 
Israel y Estados Unidos manifes- 
taron desde noviembre pasado su 
interés por ser países receptores de 
niños guatemaltecos. 

El CNA, dijo, tiene un grupo de 
214 niños mayores de siete años con 
discapacidades y con opción de ser 
dados en adopción. El Consejo Na- 
cional de Adopciones (CNA) es un 
órgano creado por el Congreso que 
comenzó a funcionar en 2008 para 


regular y ser responsable de este tipo 
de procesos. Su entrada en funcio- 
namiento despojó de las facultades 
de tramitar adopciones a los aboga- 
dos, quienes percibían millonarias 
ganancias por ese procedimiento. 
Cada familia adoptiva pagaba en- 
tre 25,000 y 50,000 dólares por el 
trámite de adopción en Guatemala. 
En 2009, la Procuraduría General 
de la Nación (PGN) y el CNA, 
encontraron 1,032 expedientes de 
casos de adopciones que tenían 
irregularidades y en los que no se 
identificaba a niños, ni abogados ni 
a las supuestas madres que daban en 
adopción a sus hijos. EFE

Cuban State Security agents broke up a march by relatives of 
political prisoners, pushing and dragging some 30 members of the 
Ladies in White group onto buses. Laura Pollan, the spokesperson 
for the dissident group, told Efe that the buses took the Ladies to 
her house, and she characterized what occurred as a “kidnapping.” _ 
The security agents, most of whom were women, forced the Ladies 
in White to get on board the buses in an operation in which police 
officers also participated, the latter sealing off the adjacent streets. 
The Ladies in White, comprising loved ones of the 75 dissidents 
jailed in Cuba’s “Black Spring” of 2003, on Wednesday attended 
a Mass at a church in the Havana suburb of Parraga and afterwards 
they were scheduled to visit opposition figure Orlando Fundora, 
said to be on hunger strike. When the dissidents left the church, 
however, about 300 government partisans began to follow them 
and harass them with shouts and slogans for about 2 kilometers ~ 
(1.2 miles), during which time more and more people joined the 
counterdemonstration. __ — — 

The Ladies, dressed in white and carrying gladiolas, as is their 
custom, directed their own shouts of “freedom” and “murderers” at 
the supporters of President Raul Castro and his brother Fidel, who 
resigned in favor of his younger sibling after a serious illness. On 
at least two occasions, State Security agents invited the dissidents 
to end their march and board the buses, but the Ladies refused and 
insisted on visiting Fundora, a “Group of 75” prisoner paroled on 
medical grounds. As they were marching, a cordon of agents sur- 
rounded the women until finally an empty bus blocked the street 
ahead of them and they were forced to board it and a second bus 
that arrived moments later, all the while being pushed and pulled 
on board by the security personnel and getting their white garments 
covered with mud. Cuba’s communist government says there are no 
political prisoners on the island and denounces most dissidents as 
“mercenaries” in the service of the United States. The opposition, 
however, puts the number of political detainees at roughly 200, 
around a quarter of whom are recognized by Amnesty International 
as prisoners of conscience.

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Zacatecas, México más allá de sol y playa 


Como si fuera un queso 
gruyere, cuatrocientos kilómetros 
de túneles y minas agujerean el 
subsuelo de Zacatecas, capital del 
estado homónimo del centro de 
México: una ciudad colonial patri- 
monio de la humanidad que ofrece 
un turismo más auténtico, diferente 
al de sol y playa, como el principal 
atractivo para atraer a los visitantes.

en general, a pesar de que a finales 
de los setenta se cerró el último 
yacimiento, porque ya no era reco- 
mendable seguir haciendo agujeros 
en el subsuelo de la localidad.

En 1993, la UNESCO otorgó 
a Zacatecas el título de Ciudad

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tónica y su historia. Un buen punto 
para comenzar la visita turística es 
subirse en el teleférico y disfrutar 
de las vistas aéreas de la ciudad, 
antes de adentrarse por sus calles 
y visitar, por ejemplo, su catedral, 
cuya portada está considerada como 
una obra maestra del barroco exhu- 
berante mexicano. Siguiendo con 
la arquitectura religiosa, destaca el 
templo de San Francisco, construido 
en el siglo XVI por la orden francis- 


barroco del siglo XVII que alberga 
en su interior un mural del artista 
local Antonio Pinto que cuenta la 
historia de Zacatecas.

La religión, fuente de

Pero no sólo la capital tiene in- 
terés turístico sino que el interior del 
estado también guarda joyas como 
Pinos, Sombrerete (la ciudad con 
mayor patrimonio arquitectónico 
después de Zacatecas) o Jerez. Estos 
municipios se fueron construyendo 
porque por los territorios del interior 
de Zacatecas transcurría el Camino 
Real Tierra Adentro, que es el 
nombre con el que se conoció a las 
veredas por las que se transportaba 
la plata. Otro filón del estado es el 
turismo religioso con localidades 
como Plateros, que a pesar de su 
pequeño tamaño, se vanagloria de 
recibir un total de 2.5 millones de 
visitantes anuales solamente para 
conocer su ermita. Uno de los 
días más importantes del año para 
Zacatecas es el último domingo de 
agosto, cuando se celebra la fiesta 
de las Morismas, la escenificación 
de las batallas de moros y cristianos 
típicas de España. 

La ciudad de Zacatecas tam- 
bién es famosa para la historia del 
país ya que fue escenario de una 
histórica pero sangrienta victoria 
de los revolucionarios mexicanos, 
cuando en 1914 las tropas de Pancho 
Villa tomaron el cerro de la Bufa.
